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INTRODUCTION. 



As it is expected that tliis amall yolume will not only be 
employed by inexperienced Horatepailiic Physicians, but 
alse by laymen and ladies, wbo may desire to prescribe for 
themselves, without the formality of calling at all times 
upciu their physician, it seems to be imperatiTely necessary 
to premise a few introductory remarlis upon the selection 
of the remedy, its quastity, fobh, and the BEPirrmoN of the 

In tJie CHOICE of the remedy, we should endeayor to fix 
in the mind the precise nature and character of the symptoms 
occuning in the patient; and if (hey are numerous or 
important it may be well even, to commit them to paper. 
Then seek in the proper chapter and section for the precise 
symptoms which occur in the patient ; and that medicine, 
having the symptoms most perfectly similar to those of the 
patient, will be the appropriate remedy, and will, in most 
pases, entirely remove tie afiection. Should it, however, 
pccur that an entire core is not effected, but only an amelio- 
ration or change of symptoms, some having entirely disap- 
peared, and others remaining or changed in their character 
we should then carefully look over the appropriate sections 
again, and choose a remedy corresponding to the yet remain- 
ing sufferings. And this procedure may be repeated mitil 
tiealth is restored. For insijmcc, should the patient com- 
plain of burning, and stitches in the urethra, and discharge 
pf mucus from it, we must select frfm the chapter on the

Uretbra, the me<Iicme wliich would produce all the above 
mentioned Bjmptoras. After its iise, should tlie humiiig 
and stiches only be remOTed, and the diaeharge of mucus 
still continue, another remedy should be selected, corres- 
ponding to the particulai mucus discharge. It may Bonie- 
times occur in the sclcctioo of a remedy, Uiat several medi- 
cinea seem to be equally suitable, and the choice from hence, 
becomes difficult. This will occur the more rarely in pro- 
portion as the comparison of the disease and the medicine 
iH the more carefully mstituted. Should it, however, occur, 
we should give preference to that remedy whose symptoms 
are printed in italics, as being in general the moat reliable. 
Next to the selection of the remedy, the size of the dose is 
by no meflJiB indifferent. Although in the practice of 
Homceopathy we may mate use of crude or unattenuatcd 
medicines, yet it is never advisable to do so, as, in most 
cases, by such means, we only the more slowly reach the 
desired end. If the medicine has been improperly chosen, 
and used in such doses, it very frequently occasions a serious 
degeneration of the disease, which constantly increases with 
its farther use, filling the patient with anguish, and soon 
destroying his confidence in the method of treatment. But 
even if the medicine ia properly selected, it frequently 
occasions an aggravation of the symptoms from its primary 
action, which, however will disappear after a certain time 
and give place to a substantial amelioration of the com- 
plaint. But the larger the dose of medicine given the more 
is this point of time prolonged, and under (he impreaaion 
that we have made a wrong selection, we are liable, unne- 
cessarily, to change the mediome for another, when only the 
too great dose of the medicme has been in fault. It is thus 
easily perceived that the attenuations are the most proper 
in order to exhibit the kmd action of a properly selected 
rfcmedy in the shortest pos=ible time, and how appropri-

[triDciple. It Is also clem that the more a medicine is 
&tteuuat«d up to a certain point, not only will i(s kind 
ection be promoted, bnt the danger of injury from an 
improper aeloction will be obviated. 

The 30th potency ia the highest usnally employed. Many 
Inedichica should only be employed in IJiia attenuation, espe' 
oiftlly those which act a long time upon the system. Among 
these may be mentitmed, not only all those of the mineral 
kingdom, but many Irom the vegetable, as for instance, 
Lycopodiwn, Dtileamara, Shus Toxicodoidrim, Conima, 
Thuja. The effect, however, of other vegetable medicines 
la of much shorter duration, and hence we may use them in 
lower attenuations, Without the fear of thus retarding their 
prompt salutary action. But as tbe power of no vegetable 
medicine is destroyed by carrying it up to the 30th atten- 
□ation, it is perfectly admissable to use them all at this 
potency. 

In case of absolute necessity, wo may employ lower prepa- 
rations of even mmcral medicines, only we shoold be careful 
not to employ them too low, as for instance, the Ist and 
2nd triturition. And always with the use of such prepara- 
tions, we should carefully wait for and observe the effect ; in 
chronic diseases, two or three days not unfrequently inter- 
vening before the good action will be manifested, while in 
acute affections, 24 hours will be sufficient to determine the 

The FORM in which the medicine is admmistered likewise 
demands some consideration. Lower trituritions should 
only be employed in case of necessity : for instance, when 
the higher are not at band, and when after being perfectly 
Bure that we have made the right selection of the remedy, 
the higher preparations are not sufficient. Of Ibo tri- 



turitions we can place as much as ivill lay on tlie blade of a 
penknife into a glass half filled willi pure water. The solu- 
tion should be carefully and intimately mixed, and a tea- 
epoonful -will form the usual dose. If -we aie only in pos- 
session of the tincturea or dilutions we may employ theirl 
in (he manner indicated aboTe, one or two drops mixed in 
ft wine-glasa of water, of -which a teaspoonfnl will form the 
usual dose. The best and most common form of Horaceo- 
pathic Medicines, however, are the well known pellets which 
have been moistened witi the dilutions. They may be 
used dry by pladng 4 or 6 of them upon the tongue and 
permittmg (hem there f<i dissolve, or by mixing 10 or 12 in 
a wine-glaaa fuli of water and using the fluid in teaspoonful 
doses. 

Mnallt/, with reference to (he befbtition of ibe dose, 
the aame remark may be applied aa to the size. It is not 
the amonnt of medicine given at once, nor the repetition of 
the dose, that produces the cure, but the right selection of 
the remedy and permitting it to act -undisturhcd, a sufficient 
length of time. The best settled rule is, neoer to repeal 
the dose eo long as a good action continuea. Even with the 
most painful affections of tiie sexual organs, as for instance, 
an inflammation of the parts, we should not be deterred 
from waitmg carefuQy Uie effect of the medicine for several 
hours. The action of our most transient remedies extends 
ovecaperiodof 12 to Sihoura, during which, if the amelio- 
ration oontmnes, we shall, with greater certainty, accelerate 
the cuje by waiting, than by a frequent rcptition of the 
same medicine. In the majority of cases we may wait an 
interval of 12 or 24 hours before repeating the medicine. 
If we exprience a favorable result we may, in accute caaes, 
continue t« repeat the medicine at these intervals, while, if 
we have perceived no amelioration or charge for the bettsv, 



"n^ ahould at onca select anotber remedy. In difcuses of 
long standing it is advisable, as soon aa we Imve marlced a, 
favorable action, to permit that action to go on UDdistnrbed, 
even by a repeiition of the rennedy, for sereral days, aa we 
shall thus gain a more rapid and lasting improvement than 
by disturbing it with new and repeated doses of the medi- 
cine. On the contrary, it is rarely needful to wait longer 
tban two days for an improvement after taking a drug ; 

tliere is no improvement by tiiat time, the selection is 
Vrong and the medicine must be replaced by another. 

In cases of painful Menstruation, cramps in the Uterus, 
Ac, when the suffering is extreme and demands prompt 
relief we may administer a dose, either of a few pellets or 
a spoonful of a solution, as before mentioned, every 15 or 
20 minutes until relief is obtmned, when Ihe medicine 
shoold be discontinued. 

What has been written above as to the dose and repeti- 
tion does not apply to Camphor. Where it is necessary to 
use this remedy, as for instance, in poisoning widi Cantha- 
rides, by blister plasters or otherwise, and the genital 
organs become offscted. Camphor is the best remedy. It 
may be employed in doses of 4 to 10 drops of strong Cam- 
phor spirits, and repeated at intervals of a half hour or 
hour according to circumstances. Such is the evanescent^ 
action of this remedy that it may be used in these repeated 
and material doses without the danger of any serious 
consequence.

SEXUAL EXCESS. 

One of th« moat efficient remedies for tlie weahneaa 
caused by escesaive venery is China. It is always ap- 
propriate for afiections caused by loss of humours, and 
is especially so in this case, if coition be followed by : 
Great general tceakness and trembling, tendency to per- 
spiradoti when moving or sleeping ; or if there is , over 
exeitabilili/ of the entire nervous system. 

Nxix voM. is more appropriate if the patient is addicted 
to the use of stimulants, or if there be great lassitude 
and fatigue especially in the morning; excitability of the 
nervous system ; excessive sensibilily and dread of Ike 
open air ; repugnance to exertion, and pairful weakness of 
the legs and thighs. 

Should the cause however have exercised its influence 
for a long time, and the results have become in some de- 
gree cronie, the use of these remedies may not be suffi- 
cient, and others may be required, among which may be 
especially noticed : Calc. — Phos. acid. — Staf h. — Saic. 

Calc. may bo exhibited if coition is followed by great 
lassitude and trembling of the legs, and confusion- of 
the head. 

Phos. acid, — If there he, generalphysical and nervous 
Tcenkness, disposition to perspiration by day, or burning 
sensation in the body ; or if masturhation should have 
induced /rejUETi; and exhausting pollutions. 

Staphys. — If coition is followed by asthmatic suffer- 
ings or difficult breathing, hypochondriacal humour, or 
mental anguish on account of the excess. It is also ap- 
propriate if there is pain as from fatigue 
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lassitude, pspeeially during mowment, mitigated bjlying 
down ; or if weakness of Bight, hovering of blacli points 
or sparks before the sight, indicate a threatened amarau- 

SiticiA — If there is lassitude and trembling of the 
limbs especially in the morning, general inertia and 
nervous debility ; or if coition is followed by pain in the 
limbs as from fatigue, or sensation of paralysis on one 
side of the head. 

Uaefnl hints may also be found by consulting the 
section Symptoms after Seminal Emission iiiD Coition. 

The evil consequences of Mastukbatioh uanally re- 
quire Nux voM., to be followed by Solph. and then Calc, 
provided also, thatPnos. acib and Staph, should not be 
indicated or prove insufficient. The best medicines to 
eradicate an inclination to this vice are Sulph. and Calc. 
administered at somewhat long intervals. Aloes may 
prove equally efficacious. 

Chin. — Cocc. — Meec— Phos. and othera have also 
been recommended.

PoDOP. PEI.T. is recommended by Dr. Jeans for 'symp- 
toms of prolapsus uteri; continuing for several weeks 
after parturition, with rumbling of flalas in the region of 
the ascending colon. Also, for symptoms of prolapsus 
uteri; with pain in the sacrum, flatulence, unfrequent 
muco-gelatinoua stools.
